Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, except Sand 25, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for settlers, or other purposes,may be home- 
sterded by any person + uO issole head of a 

‘amily, or male over eighteen years of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 166 
acres, more or less, 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madépersonally at the local 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desires, he 
may, Ov application to tie Minister of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winvipeg, receive author- 
ity for some one to make entry for him.
